Th e motion of 
Clarence E. Brown to h ave th e 
Milroy Bank and oth ers produ ce 
papers and records will be h eard 
at th is time. Brown, a 
former 
cash ier of th e Milroy Bank, 
is 
ch arged with perju ry in

statements. 
Despite th e fact th at 
great 
sh eafs of docket sh eets were tak­ 
en from th e civil, criminal and 
probate dockets by th e comple­ 
tion of cases in th e 
September 
term, a h eavy docket faces Ju dge 
Sparks again th is term. 
A cou nt of th e pages 
sh ows 
th at 48 cases are pending on th e 
criminal docket and abou t 
235 
on th e civil docket. Th e probate 
docket also h as a large nu mber 
of estate and gu ardiansh ips still 
pending. 
A ch ange of prosecu ting 
at­ 
torneys will occu r abou t th e mid­ 
dle of th e November cou rt term 
Ru ssell B. Titsworth , prosecu ting 
attorney-elect will su cceed C. M 
George present prosecu tor, 
to 
th at office, Janu ary 1. 1929. 
Mr. George, according to cou rt 
cu stom will be given everv op­ 
portu nity to clear th e criminal 
docket of cases th at h e h imself 
filed in th e cou rt.

Indianapolis, Nov.

Vital statistics in Indiana 
for 
th e year 1927 sh ow a death rate 
of 12.4 persons per th ou sand and 
a birth rate of 20.4 per th ou sand, 
according to a report made pu b­ 
lic by Dr. W. F. King, secretary of 
th e state board of h ealth , today. 
A total of 37,655 persons died 
in th e state and 62,251 were born, 
th e report said. 
Steady increase of death s from 
au tomobile accidents in th e last 
seven years is noted. In 1921, th e 
figu re was 313; in 1922, 362; 1923, 
533; 1924, 534; 1925, 644; 
1926, 
68 7; and 1927, 8 61. 
Th e h igh est birth rate for any 
city in th e state was sh own at 
Mish awaka, with 46 per 
1.000; 
Elwood h ad th e h igh est infant 
mortality rate of any city in th e 
state with 98 per 1,000. Th e low­ 
est infant death rate was th at 
at Connersville, 39 per 1,000.

New York (¿P)—Mt. Etna’s pre­ 
sent destru ctive lava flow repre­ 
sents only th e first stage of vol­ 
canic eru ption. 
Th e second, gas explosion, and 
th e th ird, ash -explosion, do not 
always follow, *» u t Dr. Ch ester A. 
Reeds of th e American Mu seu m 
of Natu ral History, wh o recently i 
completed a review of volcanoes 
in action, savs th at volcanolo­ 
gists are watch ing to see wh at 
Etna will develop. 
Cu lmination 
may be eith er prompt or 
de­ 
layed in a series of distu rbances. 
Of th e world’s 66 active vol­ 
canoes Dr. Reeds says, “it is ap­ 
parent th at each acts more or 
less independently of th e oth ers, 
and th at th e activity of most of 
th em is intermittent, with par- 
exysms of greater or less 
vio­ 
lence occu rring after intervals of 
comparative, or even 
complete, 
renose”. 
Etna’s last seriou s 
ou tbreak 
was 18 years ago. bu t th at period 
is a brief u nit wh en 
measu red 


by repose periods of h u ndreds of 
years in some volcanoes. Oth er 
volcanoes h ave active periods re­ 
cu rring in a few years. 
Dr. Reeds’ stu dies sh ow h ow 
th e lava flow keeps moving day 
after day even wh en its forward 
speed is only a few feet an h ou r. 
Alth ou gh th e su rface of th e flow, 
exposed to air. cools q u ickly, ev­ 
en to permitting close approach 
th e interior 
remains 
molten. 
Wh en lava is su fficiently h ot, it 
forms a protecting skin 
u pon 
coming into contact with water, 
leaving th fc molten mass inside 
to flow along 
th e sea bottom 
with ou t oth er distu rbance at th e 
su rface th an steam clou ds at th e 
point of contact. In th e last flow 
of lava into th e sea in Hawaii, 
swimmers above th e lava fou nd 
parts of th e water only 
warm, 
th ou gh in places it was too h ot 
for swimming.

Average Is Abou t $100 For Each 
Precinct With $3330 Available 
At Th is Time 


Cou nty Au ditor Harry Myers 
today u rged all 
precinct in­ 
spectors wh o h ad not filed th eir 
expense claims for th e Novem­ 
ber election, to do so at once, at 
well as all private persons or 
corporations th at h ave claims 
to be filed for expenses incu rred 
in th e presidential election. 
To date 24 of th e 31 precincts 
h ave filed 
su ch 
claims. 
Th e 
seven precincts th at h ave 
not 
placed bills in th e h ands of th e 
cou nty au ditor are precincts 1, 2, 
3 and 4 of Ru sh ville townsh ip, 
precinct 2 of Anderson town­ 
sh ip; precinct 1 of Orange town­ 
sh ip and precinct 2 
of 
Posey 
townsh ip. 
Th e reason for u rging th at 
su ch claims be filed is th e fact 
th at u nless all bills are in by 
November 28 th ey cannot 
be 
passed u pon by th e cou nty board 
of commissioners in th eir De­ 
cember meeting wh ich is Mon­ 
day, December 3. 
Th ere is anotner 
reason for 
wanting all claims in as soon as 
possible. Th e cou nty cou ncil ap­ 
propriated 
$7500 
for election 
expenditu res and $4,170 h as al­ 
ready been spent in th e primary 
and 
su bseq u ent period. 
Th is 
means th at only $3330 is left of 
th e original appropriation to 
cover th e November election and 
th is su m is not deemed 
su ffi­ 
cient. If all bills are in, th e 
cou nty cou ncil in a December 
meeting can appropriate addi­ 
tional 
fu nds 
to 
meet 
th ese 
claims. 
So far, th e expense list foi 
each 
precinct h as 
averaged 
abou t $100 a precinct. Of th e 
twenty-fou r wh ose claims h ave 
been filed th e total was $2367.05. 
Th e fou r precincts in Ru sh ville 
townsh ip will ru n greater th an 
$100 each as rentals and meals 
will be h igh er th an in th e ou t­ 
lying townsh ips. 
Oth er expense

to 
th e precinct claims are th ose of 
th e board of election commis­ 
sioners, $250; h au ling, erecting 
and taking down voting booth s,

bert Hoover, United States presi­ 
dent elect, leaves San Pedro, 
Calif., on a 40 aay s good will 
tour of 
South 
and 
Central 
America he will be brought face 
to face with the problems which 
have beset the countries of the 
new world since their very na­ 
tional inceptions. 
He has said his trip will not 
have its diplomatic aspects, and 
that it is to be made only in the 
interest of broadening his own 
knowledge of the countries 
of 
South America, the only 
con­ 
tinent on which he has not y et 
set foot. 
But it is to be doubted if the 
president-elect can visit Peru 
without hearing sometime of 
Tacna-Arica, Colombia without 
having mentioned 
to him 
at 
least once the subject of Amer­ 
ican petroleum 
rights, Chile 
without learning of troublesome 
nitrate difficulties, Bolivia with­ 
out considering that country ’s 
earnest desire for an outlet to 
the Pacific. And in the Argen­ 
tine he is almost certain to hear 
a great deal about beef 
and 
troublesome tariffs on 
wheat 
and flax seed. 
These are the questions which 
not only have troubled the rela­ 
tions of the countries themselves 
but have stirred what discord 
there has been between them 
and the United States, 
their 
powerful neighbor to the north. 
In 
negotiations tending 
to 
settlement o f each o f these pro b- 


lems the North American hand 
has been seen at one time or 
another; editorial opinion 
on 
the 
prospective 
visit of 
Mr. 
Hoover in the countries involved 
in that despite his other inten­ 
tions various phases of these 
m atters will be brought to his 
attention. 
The tentative itinerary for the 
president-elect indicates he will 
travel something like 
17,500 
miles from the time he leaves 
San Pedro, California, aboard 
the battleship Mary land 
until 
he returns to Washington. 
At Valparaiso, Chile, he will 
leave the Mary land behind him, 
and with his party will board a 
train which will take him to 
Santiago, Chile’s capital city . 
From 
Santiago 
Chile, 
to 
Buenos Aires, capital of the Ar­ 
gentine, there is an ex panse of 
some seven hundred miles tra ­ 
versed by 
the Trans-Andean 
railway , an ex ample of engin­ 
eering and railway construction 
that cannot fail to interest Mr. 
Hoover, the engineer, as will the 
country it crosses interest Mr. 
Hoover, the president. 
On the 
road a height 
of 
18,000 feet 
above sea-level is reached, and 
at one of its highest points ne 
will be able to see the famous 
statue of < the Christ of the An­ 
des, molded from melted cannon 
and placed there at the 
con­ 
clusion of 
the last hostilities 
between Chile and the 
Argen­ 
tine. 
Bqneath the 
statue of 
the 
Christ, which looks upon the 
land1 of both countries, is the 


inscription, "Sooner will these 
mountains crumble 
into 
dust 
than the great people of Argen­ 
tine and Chile break the peace 
they have sworn at the feet of 
Christ, the Redeemer.” 
At Buenos Aires the president­ 
elect will visit the six th city in 
size in the world, with only New 
York and Chicago ex ceeding its 
two and a quarter million pop­ 
ulation in the western 
hemis­ 
phere. Montevidea, capital of 
Uruguay , lies across the La Pla­ 
ta estuary from Buenos Aires, 
while Asuncion, capital of Para­ 
guay , is available by railroad 
from this city . 
It is a vast territory which the 
president-elect will visit on 
a 
program far 
more 
ambitious 
than ever attempted before by 
either United States president or 
president-elect. It is a territory 
which many business men see as 
the trade-empire of the United 
States, and a territory in which 
European encroachment has al­ 
ready threatened United States 
commerce. And it is a territory 
in which reputed policies of the 
United States have 
been 
sub­ 
jected to their severest indict­ 
ment. 
There will be no receptions, 
celebrations and ceremonies be­ 
fore Mr. Hoover returns to the 
United States, probably early in 
January , but critics at home 
and abroad believe he will have 
laid the foundation during his 
4 0 day s trip for the best rela­ 
tions between the countries t>f 
the western hemisphere during 
his four y ear tenure of office.

ing pu t. 
In this m o dern age o f o u rs no thing seems 
impo ssible, and m an has su rely do ne m u ch to 
co nau er the air. 
Co mmerce and indu stry sav e 
millio ns o f do llars annu ally by the w idespread 
u se o f radio , o ther th a n th a t o f co m m u nicatio n, 
and while we enjo y the free u se o f the radio 
w ithin o u r ho mes, we sho u ld po nder o v er these 
o ther great achiev em ents. 
Millio ns hav e been sav ed fo r the shipping 
indu stry alo ne by radio as a nav igatio n aid. The 
U. S. Lightho u se serv ice m aintains radio bea­ 
co ns a t all strategic po ints alo ng the co ast and 
hu ge o cean liners are thu s kept o n their co u rse. 
Radio beaco ns hav e play ed a large pa rt in 
av iatio n as directio n finders. 
The larger po wer co m panies in nearly ev ery 
big city find radio an inv alu able aid in detecting 
an appro aching sto rm . 
Geo lo gists in o il-pro du cing states are no w 
u sing radio to disco v er o il depo sits. 
Use o f radio as an aid to m ineralo gists seek­ 
ing to disco v er precio u s m etal o r o re depo sits 
in th e earth is ano ther recent dev elo pm ent. 
Radio impu lses are discharged thro u gh the area 
to be tested and the m ineral is detected by a 
pro cess sim ilar to th a t in disco v ering o il.

FISH POLE H i SHOTGUN 


USED TO FIGHT INSECTS 


Gainesville, Fla. (/P)—The fish­ 
ing p ole and the shotgun, 
kep t 
on the farm chiefly to vary the 
b ill of fare, are recommended for 
the very serious role of 
farm 
tools. 
Dr. E. B. Berger, entomologist 
for the state p lant b oard, says 
they are handy imp lements 
in 
destroying the fall web worm. By 
thrusting the small-end of 
the 
p ole against the web nr nest and 
twisting it, the whole structure 
can b e p ulled out 
of a 
tree. 
Sometimes the web b ecomes so 
tightly wound around the p ole 
that it req uires a sharp knife to 
remove it. The p rocess freq uent­ 
ly kills the worms. 
Since the worms rest 
in 
a 
b unch during the day, a shotgun 
loaded with very fine shot p roves 
an effective exterminator when 
fired into the nest.

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WHAT RADIO WILL DO 


The average individual turns a knob or two 


on his radio, and enjoys a program of music, 
lecture or some form of entertainment, giving 
little thought to the great uses other than en- 
tertainment to which radio and wireless is be- 
ing put. 
In this modern age of ours nothing seems 


impossible, and man has surely done much to 
concmer the air. Commerce and industry save 
millions of dollars annually by the widespread 
use of radio, other than that of communication, 
and while we enjoy the free use of the radio 
within our homes, we should ponder over these 
other great achievements. 


Millions have been saved for the shipping 


industry alone by radio as a navigation aid. The 
U S Lighthouse service maintains radio bea- 
cons at all strategic points along the coast and 
huge ocean liners are thus kept on their course. 


Radio beacons have played a large part in 


aviation as direction finders. 


The larger power companies in nearly every 


big city find radio an invaluable aid in detecting 
an approaching storm. 


Geologists in oil-producing states are now 


using radio to discover oil deposits. 


Use of radio as an aid to mineralogists seek- 


ing to discover precious metal or ore deposits 
in the earth is another recent development. 
Radio impulses are discharged through the area 
to be tested and the mineral is detected by a 
process similar to that in discovering oil. 


Naval experts have now perfected means 


of controlling a ship by radio and the battleship 
Iowa was sunk in this way some years ago by 
the U. S. Navy. Experiments are 
now being 


conducted in radio control of vessels by the Ger- 
man navy. A manless ship has been sent out to 
sea and steered entirely by radio control. 


Other non-communication uses of radio in- 


cluUe the growing art of television, transmission 
of facsimilie messages and photographs and the 
utilization of rad.o in connection with "wired 
wireless." Railroads are also saving time and 
labor by installing radio on long freight trains 
for communication between caboose and engine. 


A MOST EXPENSIVE RODENT 


The United States Public Health Service has 


estimated that rats cost this country annually 
four hundred million dollars, in food they con- 


- m • and property damage, and that the rat 
p^a.acion equals one to every individual. 


The service department is attempting 
to 


create^nterest in this appalling waste, by urg- 
ing steps to eradicate it. One of the first steps 
in their program is that of eliminating the hid- 
ing places and making life more difficult for 
them, so states a bulletin which the department 
has prepared. 
. 
<,•*• „„ 
"The general unawareness of a condition 


which has assumed the proportions of a grave 
national problem," the health service declared, 
is proof of the marvelous resourcefulness and 
cunning of the rat. What other dangerous and 
destructive animals could have lived so long in 
such close proximity to man without having 
made itself so seriously obnoxious as to excite 
a wave of resentment leading to speedy extermi- 
nation? 
.

. 
"In this age-old fight for survival, the rat 


has learned lessons of sagacity, patience, and 
agility which fit it well for a .contest in which 
man must exercise his ingenuity to .the utmost 
if he would win." 


Direct measures of attack, the health ser- 


vice believes, have but a limited usefulness in 
the hands of the public, but suppressive meas- 
ures offer the best means of exterminating the 
rat. The most effective suppressive measure is 
to separate the rat from its customary food sup- 
ply and the health service recommends that 
food be kept in rat-proof containers wherever 
foodstuffs are stored.
